The Indian Appropristion bill which passed
the House is the one which passad that body
at the end of the Fortieth Congress, and
which, being sent to the Senate, was over

with amendments nntil it savk.

It appropriated the sum the Houae Com-
mittes o for, namely, $2,413,816; this the
Benate mesrly frebled Iast sesslon by adding
ftems smounting to 4,341 902, It now re-
maing to be sesn whether the same disagree-
ment will again ocour. The difference in view
8 this:—The House bill proposed only to pay
the amounts stipulated for in existing Indian
treatiens, while the Benate added those neces-
pary for the treaties made sinoe last Augusl
by the Indian Pesoe Commission. The Honse
aotion haa the advantage of providing at onoe
for an expenditure abont whioh there ocaunot
bes ute. The Senate aotion has a certain
show of reason In precipitating the general
question of our Indian polioy—a most import-
ant question, involving the whole matter of
Indian treaties, Indian gevernment, Indian

agents, and Indian wars.

There should be no objection, apparently, to
oonsidering these two matlers separately—
that is, adopting the House theory, to appro-
priate forthwith what money is aotually, {adia-

utably, and urgently necessary, and then
ebating the later Indisn treaties; and our
Indian policy as a question of itsell. The
mﬂwﬂ preliminary discnssion in the IMonse,
ugh Fremtm, was aufliciently indioative
of the feeling of Congress and the country
upon the fnresent Indiau system. What we
call our “Indian policy’’ is only & vast quag-
mire, into which contractors tumble annually
millions of appropriations, making it, how-
ever, only more hopeless than ever,

n Mr, Wood denounces the treaty sys-
tem as *‘a frand on the Treasury and aninjury
to the Indians,” he keeps within the bounds
of fact. Mr. Lawrence (ﬁuhliﬂly deolares net
only that “the whole Indian Burean is rotten

& mere den of thieves,’” but that “iLreaties
have been put throngh the Senate when there
were not six Senators present;'’ and tha re-
cent abuse of the treaty-making power in re-

ard to the Indians is matter of history. At
very start, the question comes up, Are the
Indians foreign powers? If not—and ocer-
tainly while inhabiting oar territory, subjeoct
to our laws, they are nol—the very word
“‘treaty' ia & misnomer. Yet that word has
been used of late” years, and, nnder cover of
it, what is really & contraot or agreement, and
a8 such a matter ek legislation, has been ex-
alted to the saper-legislative character of a

treaty.

We admit that difficnlties surround the
gubject; that the status of the hostile tribes
especially is anomslous; that it might be as
nnsatisfactory to call them “‘insurgents’’ or
S‘rebels’’ as foreign enemies; that there is

about our compacts with them. Nevertheless,
{8 mo such anomaly or confusion as
justifies the suborlination of the treaty-
making power to the legislative power in
Indian matters, so as to justify the former in

written a clover pamphlet designed to prove
that our honor requirea the acceptance of the
hard bargain and our payment of the gevea
and a half millions! (We fervently trunst that
Mr. Parton’s pay for his ingenions perform-
suce does not depend on Denmark's getting
the money. )

Let us admit at the outset that Governor
Heward is fully committed to the payment in
question; perhaps Johngon is committed with
him. Onr Beoretary of Btate originated the
diocker—pushed it in every way on the Lesi-
tating if not reluctant Danes—gave them no
rest till he had extorted their consent to the
bargain., There is mo shadow of Imputation
resting on them in the premises. And il Mr.
Parton had only Leen able to show any sort of
authority in Governor Beward to bind his
country by suoch a trade, his case wonld be a
strong one. He quotea the Becretary tri-
umphantly as writing to the Daunish Envoy
that ‘‘the Unpited States' want to buy, and
will agree to pay, so and so; but *“Who an-
thorized Governor Seward thus to commit the
United Btates?'’ is the main question. Ha
will find that it cannot be evaded.

Russia, it now appears, was qnite aware
that her extra icebergs were not sold till Con-
gress voted the money, If Denmark was not
equally well informed, the fanlt was not onrs;
for our Constitution and our history lay open
before her, Mr. Jefforson was practically the
(Government, with the people overwhelmingly
at his back, when he bought Louisiana; yet
he did not hesitate to proclaim hia act of no
legal validity—a naked assumption of power.
Covgress might not merely have rejected his
bargain—it might lawfally have impeached
him for making it. It wag the acquiescence
of the people, throngh Congress, that gave it
validity and bindivg effeot.

Mr, Parton sums up his case in these pro-
positions: —

“L That we eannol repudiate Mr, Beward's
bargain without inflicting & very great and
Irreparable ivjury upon o respectable natlon,
our good friend and anlly.

“I1. Thal if, after paying for Alaskn, we refuse
to pay for these islapdr, we stand dishonored
before mankind us having one rule for the
strong and snolher for the wesk.

“111, That however erroncons may he vhe sys-
tem whiich permits the Execullve to commit
the eountry to purchares of lend, we have np
right to hold Denmurk responsible for that
sys!eém, nor (o reform IL at her expense,

Y1V, That when a foreign governuens Das o
much a8 delayed the ratilcation and exesution
of a properiy concinded treaty with the United
Siales, we have felt ourselves Lo be grossly
wronged, and were willing to seek redress by
violence,

“V, That thege Islands, in the opinion of pro-
fesslonal men, have a great and pecullar
value, which renders thelr acquisition highly
desirable.”

—To which thus responds the Trilune:—

I. Denmark is nowise injured. Bhe has
done no wrong, and incurred no dishomor.
Bhe bas her islands a8 good as new, and may
keep or gell them as she sees fil. Even were
this not so, our Constitution lay open before
her, and she might properly have aaid to Gov-
ernor Beward and Lhis emissaries, ‘‘When
your Cougresa votes the money, we will con-
sider your proposal.”

1I. We paid for Alaska, becauss it seemad
not clear that Russia underatood the matter.
We then gave virtual notios that we wounld do
go mo more. If that notice was not suflicient,
we mean to give one now that can navermore
be ignored or deemed inadeguate.

I1l. There {8 no such ‘‘system’ as Mr.
Parton imagines. A vicions practica has
gilently grown up, which we must suppress at
all hazards. If we give way now, ‘‘next ds{
the fatal precedent will flead," and we shall
be gone irretrisvably. Here is our Thermo-

yla, and we shall defend it. Denmark has
Been at no “‘expense’” in the premises, and
need be at none.

1V, If we were ever “willing to ‘‘zeek re-
dregs by violence'' in a dike case, we were
wrong, and shounld grohnbly have been
thrashed if we had persisted in our bullying.
But there is no such parallel as augfaatad
above. We inaisted that Franoce should pay
us, not because she had promised, but because
ghe ewed.

V. Bosh! A decent map of the West Indies
reéfutes this plea. Ii we want more territory,
let us wait till it comes to us freely. Bny.l:s
populons communities is at once wroeg
needless. If we can only beshave ourselves,
additional territories will voluntarily seek
sdmisgion into onr Union guite as fast as we
ghall be prepared to receive them. Parchase
or conqguest is the alterfative of monarchies;
we can have acoessions enough by volantary,
peacaful, fraternal apnexation.

Four Years® Suspension of the Tenure-o'-
Office Act.
Fromithe N, Y. Workl,

The Republican leader‘u Waehington stand
npon the brink of one of the most damaging
blundera ever perpetrated by & politioal party.
The Republican Senators, divided betwesn a
repeal and ap eight months® suspension of the
Tenure-of-Office act, seem dizposed to compro-
mise an irreconcilable difference by suspend-
ing the law for four yvears. This would be &
concegsion to General Grant of ull the liberty
which he demands duriug histerm, and would
probably be acospted by him without further
remonstranoe. e has extorted this concession
from the uphboelders of the law by aanouncing
hig intention to make 2o removals unless he
oan have full liberty of aotion during the
whole of bis term, The Eepublicans wish all
of President Johnson's appointees to ba turned
adrift; afid those appeintess are nnmercus
enough to render their ejection an important
}Jarl}' object. When Mr. Johuoson

’resident, at the close of the war, there was

not a Iederal civil officer in the whole lepgth |

and breadth of the rebellious States. All the
olvil officers in ten large Statez are kis orea-
tures, besides the numerons appointments he
made in the Northern States to iill the vacan-
oles whioh oocurred darlog his term. The
proposed snepension of the Tenure.of Office
act for el&ht months was intended to afford
General Graot an opportunity to remove these
and appoint Republicans in their places. Bat
his refuesl to use this lberty, and ths known
obstinaoy of his oharaster, have chsckmated
the movement. General Uraut waots a sscond
term; he knows that be can bere-elvated ouly by
gettivg the Repoblican nomiuation; aud “the
power of removal duriog the last year ortwo
of his present term 14 his ohisf reliance for
packing and controlling the Republican Con-
vention. His refusal to make removals duy-
ing an eight months’ suspension of the law is
an adroit snd effective move, which compels
the Republioan party to give up the fruits of
thelr recent victory, or else permit him to
wisld the Federal patronage to supplant his
Republioan rivals for the encoession, and dio-

his renominstion. Graut's unexpected
tactics and the pressure of the offics-seekars
have shaken the steadiness of the anti-repaeal
Senators; sud, according to present appear-

It is & stupendous bluuder, beoause it will
expose both General Grant and the party that
elooted bim to general coutempt, as unprin-
oipled melf-seekers, who abamdon sll ocon-
glstency and all shame in the puranit of sordid
obieots. There is no ground of principle on
which General Graut gould jnstity his refasal
to act under a suspension for sight months
wlhich wounld not equally bind him to abstailn
from action under a suspension of the law for
four years. A refasal to acoept a temporary
suspension of the law for his own partioniar
advantage can refleot oredit on his charaoter
only on the suppasition that he ia standiog np
for the rights of his offics, and that he scoras
to sacrifics its just anthority Lo personal enda,
The eight momths’ liberty which he refases
would enable him to accomplish more valuable
reforms in the public service than the residue
of the four years' liberty which he will pro-
bably accept. Eight mounths are an ample
period for olearing the eervios of corrupt and
incompetent officials, and if he appolots
honest successors, there will by comparatively
little mecessity for removala during the re-
mainder of bis term. Opn wisat ground, then,
does he refuse the proflered wight months'
liberty ! The only tenable ground that oan
be imagined is, that he feels bonnd to stand up
for the rights and dignity of his office, and
refuses to aocept as a personal favor the re-
laxation of a li’nw that trenches upon the
anthority which the Constitution vests in the
lixecutive. If, after refusing a shorl snspen-
sion, he accepis a long ome, he will confess
that he does not act upon principle, and that
his only object i3 to get control of the patron-

sge 1o promote his re-slection. He
will oonfess that he regards
the public interest as subordinate to

his personal ambition. As between suspen-
sion and repeal he has declared that he will
not recognize the former, but will insist npon
the Iatter. If he mow accepta a suspension
during his term as a gubstitute for repeal,
he will advertise to the conuntry and to the
world that he is a volgar offive-seeker and
office-broker, whe sees nothing in public ques-
tions beyond the manner in which they will
affect his own Interests. KEvery consideration
of principle binds him to treat a long suspen-
sion of the law with the same socorn as a
short one.

The suspension of the Tenura-of-Office aoct
for four years will be the most unblushing
and disgraceful confession ever made by a po-
litieal party. It confestes that the law is a
partizan device for stripping Demoeratic Presi-
dents of powers which Kepublioan Presidents
are permitted to exerolse, I{ Greneral Grant
ghould be rellected, he will clasim and will be
asllowed the gsame liberty during his second
term that is conceded to Lim in his flrat. If he
should have a Republican successor, that suc-
cessor will demand avnd extort the same
exemption which i2 conceded to General
Grant. The Tenure-ofOflive act is to
operate only on Demoocratic Presidents. It
was enacted to curtail the anthority of Presi-
dent Johmson, and will come into force
again only to restrain the first Democratic
President elected by thelipeople. If the next
President should be a Democrat, and the
Republicans should happen to retain a ma-
jority of the Senats, the law counld not be
repealed, gnd it wonld come into operation at
the beginning of a Demooratic administration
without any sction by Congress, by the mera
expiration of the period of suspension. So
barefaced and unsorupulous an exhibition of
partisanship, such an attempt to make the
Copstitution mean one thing for Democrats
and another thing for Republicans, will open
the eyes of the people and contribute power-
folly to the overthrow of this party of politi-
cal knaves which i3 now omnuipotent at the
Federal capital.

Our Legation in Spain.
From the N, Y. Herald.

The great importance of the questions grow-
ing ont of the present struggle in Cuba makes
it urgent upon the new administration to see
that our integpsts in Spain are competently
handled and looked after, and our lsgation to
Madrid should, therefora, be put In the best
possible condition, with a live and bold repre-
sentative of the ideas of the I'resident at the
head of it. At the moment when least ex-
pected some question may be sprang by the
course of events which will require immedi-
ate but judicious handling, and Minister Hals,
who has been now for spme years in Europe,
can hardly be insuch thorough rapport with
the administration as our 8 require.

Besides, the quarrel which has so long ex-
isted between himsell and the BSecretary of
Legation hag in a large degree diminished the
moral power of the mission aund created the
necessity for the infusion of new blood into
it. A new seoretary has been recently ap-
pointed, but it cannot be claimed that he ghall
inspire the head of the legation with the new
ideas which have germinated here in the past
six months, and which the fires of the Cuba
revolution are ripening in the minds of the
American people. The importance of the
questions pressing upon us require a firat-
¢lass man in Madrid, and we hope President
Grant will soon give the matter his personal
attention.
